Heroic ^^ct ot a Boy. 

Port Jervis, Oct. 1.— John La 
Forge, aged fourteen, and Charles 
Faurot, son of Capt. Tiieodore Panrot 
of [[if^hland l''all,s, this county', a boy 
of the samo age, went butternutting 
near that village OQ;, Mpjgday. While 
climbing a wall near Bettraan's Pond, 
the La Porge boy stepped on tlie tail of 
a large blowing adder, a .snake which is 
very venomous, but rare in tiiis region. 
The snake in.statitly turned and bit tlie 
boy in the llesliy part of his leg belcw 
the kiice. He saw' the snake as it struck 
him, and fainted from pain and fright, 
falliii!.; from the wall to the ground. 
The Faurot boy saw the adder strike 
his coiiipanion. Ho jum|)ed from the 
w>ili aiifl strii)|)ed La Forge's stocking 
from his leg. Two purple spots showed 
where the fangs of the snake had en- 
tered the flesh. .Faurot tied his hand- 
kerchief tightly .around the leg above 
the wouud, and 'then'placfid his lips to 
tiie wouud ami .sucked tiie poison from 
it, A fannei-'.s b.jy liuppoiu'Ll to coiiio 
aloiii; liy the .spot a few moiiKints later, 
l^a Forge .still lay in a dead swooin 
h'uurot hurried the boy to the pond 
at'ti!r some water, with which he suc- 
ceeded in restoring La Forge to con- 
isciouane.ss. He sent the farmer's boy 
after a doctor, and continued to work 
with La Forge, it was half an hour be- 
fore a dociur arrived. The bitten leg 
was swollen terribly and was covered 
with;dark,8pot&: The La Forge boy was: 
taken homo and his recovery is said to 
be lilcely, Tlic< doctor declared that; no- 
tliiiiL; savril the boy's life but the 
prompt action of young Faurot. The 
snake that inflicted the wound escaped.

Gal'antin, I, on Friday, May 8, 1885, 
visited the spot indicated in the com- 
pany of the Baron von Ustinofl' (who 
just then happened to bo on a visit to 
the settlement), and we found to our 
great satisfaction not a loose raonolith 
like the Marmcta stone, but an actual 
rock altar, with step.s. I have sent a 
sketch of this to Mr. Bcsant. I have 
also placed tht> original rough drawing 
from which that sketch was made in 
the hands of the Rev. A. H. Kolk, the 
head of the L. J. S. Palestine JMisKion. 
This newly ' discovered altar, which 
measuring as tho crow liie.s, i.s only 
about a quarter of a mile distant from 
Zorah (now called Sura'a), the home of 
Manoah and the birthplace of Samson 
(Sura'a is in full view on a hilltop ovi'.- 
Jooking the spot), has on its Hat toi) 
Jiollows connected by grooves like those 
on Mr. Schick's Alarnieta stout;. It 
stands at present four or five feet above 
ground! biit as som.e heavy stone blocks 
whioh we tried in vain to move, and a 
good. deal of earth lie arouml the base, 
it would hardly be safe to state tmy 
measurements as yet. Tlie lubiiuuKnit- 
is much battered and weuther worn, 
though otherwise in a very fair state 
of preservation. Whether or not it be 
the identical rock altar of Manoah 
(Judges xiii., 19, 20,) I cannot help 
thinking that the mere fact of its e.K- 
istence in such elosti proximity to Zorah 
is suggestive and certain to awaken 
the interest of Bible reader.n.

An Amicable Arraiigrcmcnt 
made Ov«r Egyptian Afl'airs. 

IS'em- YoRit, Oct, 10. — A Heralu 
Oonstantinople cable says: Sir Henry 
Drumuiond Wolf's, mission has. been 
crowned with success. His understand- 
ing with the Porto on Egyptian affairs 
is complete and an imperial trade will 
shortly be i.isued sanctioning the ar- 
rangement, the principal points of 
which are: Turkey appoints six coin- 
inissioners— two for finance, two for 
niiliiary organization and two for gen- 
eral atlminhstrntion; England on her 
sitle, ap|joints a similar number. When 
the liiliors of these men h.ave been corn- 
pli'ted and ligyptian aftairs have been 
placed on a satisfactory footing, the 
British occupation will cease.

ZOBD liA^DOLPU'S CHUllCHILL'S 
. ... ADDRESS. 

Lord Randolph Churchill has issued an 
addreaa to hie constituoiita. It is in tho 
8»me inipulaive style that characterizes 
his speoohos. Ho says tho liberals are 
unabl.i to justify their claims upon tho 
electors by any record of homo achieve- 
mont8,!Bnd content themselves with an 
incomplete, misleading extenuation, and 
aoknowlodso their failure. They seek to 
attract votes by proraisoa of bribes wliich 
a bitter o.xperionco has shown they have 
neither tho capacity nor strength to ful- 
fil. Ho refers to iho adverso vnto against 
tho Gladstone government, wrung from 
the iiommona on the budget. He con- 
tinues: "Mr. Bright will direct bis un- 
rivalled oratory, his simple, forcible logic, 
his invective, his poraonal position and 
experience, to induco you to reinstate. tho 
liberals. The old dissension among tho 
liberals which caused tho failures of tho 
past five years is now blaziujj fiercely. 
Mr._CtliclKone,- in all honesty, warns you 
that hiii obntrollinjf hand will bo stretch - 
ed forth only a littlo while. You will 
be asked to support a party which 
even hatred of tho tories cannot unite, 
ifou cannot yield to this appeal. The 
policy (if the tories is to regain the friend- 
ship of the powors which prejudice, 
preatimption and poltroonery have almost 
forfeited, and to use that friendship to 
secure European peace, imperial feder- 
ation for.deiensivo and commercial pur- 
poses of Enjjlaiid and her colonies, to 
conciliate by equal laws and just and firm 
administration tho Irish brethren now 
irritated and estranged, so that union 
-which nature as woU as policy eft'eoted 
mayieternally endure; to place the secur- 
ity of the Indies beyond the panic of 
anxiety, to give the rural farming popu- 
lation self government which lias already 
benefited the great towns. Tho tories 
will oppose tho dismemberment of the em- 
pire under the guise of national councils. 
The abolition of the bouse of lords, the 
disestabliahmont of the church, the use of 
its endowments for purposes of secular 
oducfttion, the wholesale plunder of all 
who acquired property by inheritance or 
thrift under tho guise of ransom and 
graduated taxation. All means ruin, and 
must be confided to Mr. Chamberlain if 
the people restore the liberals to power. 
The tories will patiently accept tho judg 
ment of the people, but history will 
mourn and wonder at tho blindness and 
insanity of people who deliberately flung 
away a priceless heritage and thereby 
consigned to the grave a great and glor- 
ious empire." 

SEATTLE'S REMEDY. 

Two or three days ago we gave place to 
a vigorous and sugijestive letter from a 
prominent citizen of Seattle. The letter 
breathed a feeling of intense hostility to 
the Northern Pacific railway company, 
which is justly accused of conspiring to 
destroy Seattle to advance the interests 
of Tacoraa, the pot town of the railway 
company. Tho corrospoiidout suggests 
the establishment of a lino of steamers 
between the terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific railway and Seattle, and says tho 
Oanadinn Pacific will secure nearly all the 
Puget Sound traffi'.i if tha boats are run 
regularly. Tnis is a tempting olfor in- 
deed. Seattle is an enterprising town, 
and ought to bo fostered and encouraged 
by the Northern Pacific railroad company, 
instead of an effort being made to under- 
mine and destroy it by building up a rival 
city. It was an unwise policy; for while 
the company have seriously damaged the 
prospects of Seattle, those of Taconia are 
anything but bright. We should like to 
see a close connection between the Brit- 
ish road and tho Puget Sound people. 
There exists no reason why the new road 
should not do much of tlie carrying trade 
for that interesting section ; but doubtless 
obstacles would soon be pbiced in tho way 
of the international traltic by tho United 
States governmenti which would naturally 
be averse to having the interests of its 
own railway men afTeoted by a foreign 
corporation. There is oiio remedy, how- 
ever, for the grievance complained of by 
the correspondent. It is emigration. Let 
the disappointed, discontented and ill- 
used - people of Fuget Sound place the 
Straifs;b)9t^een themselves and Ihoir op- 
pressors. Let them cross over, bag and 
baggage, to tho British side, and settle 
down in or about thia thriving young 
metropolis. They may bo sure of an 
hospitable welcome and will never have 
cause to regret the change. 

'~0ENTRAL1ZA TION. 

Our esteemed friend of the New West- 
minstorian (otherwiso tho Cuhiinbian) 
would seem to have "gono clean daft.'' Too 
much aectionaliain has driven him crazy. 
He has the complaint so badly that it 
prompted him to refer in insulting terms 
to Lord Lansduwnu because that noble- 
man dared to visit Victoria before he had 
cast the light of his countenance over 
New Weatminator. A few days ago tho 
Oolumbian challenged the oflicial deolnra- 
tions'bf Sir Hector Langovin and Sir. 
Adolph Caron with respect to the location 
of Battery "C" at Victoria and Esqui- 
malt, and yesterday he was found depre- 
cating tho establiahnient of a univeraity 
at Victoria because tho location ia not 
•'central." If a survey of the province 
were had the Buyal City would find itcelf 
bearing ahout tho same geographical re- 
lation'to the centre of the province that 
the tiro does to tho hub of a wheel. O.-c- 
ford is far from being tho centre of Eng- 
land, Dublin of Ireland, Toronto of Can- 
ada; yet all maintain prosperous univarsi- 
ties and no one was over hoard to object 
to either. on the nun-central score. The 
ceutre;.of;- British Oolurabia would be on 
thesumnfiit of 'a snd.wclad mountain some- 
■whero in tho interior. Would our sec- 
tional contemporary plant a university 
there] Or would he not place it in tho 
midst of or near a community largo 
enough to make it aelf aupportiiig and suf- 
ficiently attractive to draw pupils from all 
parts of Canada? This centralizing idea 
of tho Columbian springs from a wish to 
monopolize everything for the diatriot of 
which tho Columbian office is the "cen- 
tre." A similar spirit ia usually mani- 
fested by the occupants of a pigstye and 
ia ooramonly known as greediness.

BOYCOTTING A NEWSPAPER. 

A leading recent event in !Montrea! is 
tho raid of the French Canadians on the 
Herald forlpubUshtng^.tb^' nbv celebrated 
"Pro Bono Pnblicb" letter. '^The Herald 
repudiated the sontimenta of the portion 
of the letter to which the French Canadian 
newapapera objected, and it did ao before 
a voice was raised in tho French Canadian 
press. But thia did not satisfy tho parties 
who do tho editorials for tho Montreal 
French press, and they >havo been bela- 
boring the Herald most unmercifully ever 
sinco. At last our old but vigorous 
contemporary turned upon ita traducera, 
and it must bo conceded that it laid them 
out liandaomely. The English of Montreal, 
of course, were greatly pleaaed, while tho 
-French journalists are wild at this unox- 
l>ccted onslaught. *lt is said that by their 
miareproaentation and abuse of the Her- 
ald tho French newapapera auccoeded in 
inducing some fifty French aubscribura to 
tho Herald to discontinue their subscrip- 
tions. This is not a serious loss. Of tlio 
S100,000 to §150,000 a year which wo un- 
derstand it takes to run the Herald, not 
81,500 comes from French sources. Tho 
fact is that while the advertising of the 
English merchants forms a largo propor- 
tion of the rovoiiuo of tho French news- 
papers of Montreal, the French population 
contribute very littlo indeed to tho revu- 
iiuo of t^io English journals; so that if 
boycotting is indulged in the French 
journals would be the principal suU'erors. 
As a matter of fact, the French popula- 
tion of Montreal do not contribute to any 
great extent to any of tho inatitutions of 
tho city which specially intoresf tho En- 
glish. Tho great concerts, tho Academy 
of Music, tho charities — whoro they de- 
pend on private funds — the skating 
rinks and a host of other institutions open 
to both nationalities, are almost entirely 
supported by tho English population wlio 
aro in such a minority. This minority 
pays more than half the city's taxes, rents 
the largest proportion of the property 
owned by tho nuna and the seminary, 
controla the moat of the banking capital 
and tho commerce of Montreal, and has 
made Montreal what it is. The English 
press ropresonts the English people, 
and when boycotting of the English news- 
papers commences wo all must know that 
suoh a dangerous cry must extend, and 
where it will hit the hardest at last it is 
not difficult to predict.

LoNiioN, Oct. 17. — Prime Minister Sal- 
isbury hm got tlie tory party in campaign 
trim. At tho opoiiing of the campaign 
tho consorvativea wero in an apparently 
hopeless minority as against the united 
liberal factions. These factions wero in- 
dulging in a sort of "go as you please" 
campaign and committing themselves to 
all kinds of isma. Gladatono waa at thia 
time enjoying his vacation in Norway, and 
people supposed when he ahould return 
and blow his bugle blaat the liberals 
would cease their bickerings and close up 
their ranks in solid array. He returned 
and gave his trumpet call. It waa fol- 
lowed by an unniiatakablo ceaaation of the 
noise of quarrels among Ilia followers, but 
tho ranks did not close. Invbatigstion 
showed that the factious leaders had gono 
too far with pledges and that many of 
them oould not decently recant and sub- 
mit to the narrower policy adopted by the 
great leaders. Besides,

among themselves concerning princiiiles 
to bo advocated in tho camimiiiu. Glad- 
stone camo to tho rescue and proposed a 
grand arbitration scheme. A committee 
of twelve honorable gentlemen waa elect- 
ed from each of the reproaentativo liberal 
clubs in London in order that all ahudes 
of liberal opinion might have a reprcueni- 
ation. This committee was given power 
to choose between the liberal candidates 
where several wore dividing by contesting 
the same constituency and tho voters were 
instructed to support tho candidates ap- 
proved by tho arbitrators. For over n 
week everything went well and the com- 
mittee did a great deal of work. Its de- 
ciaions were respected and rejected candi- 
dates retired. But for seveiiil daya past 
a dilforent state of aU'airs has been devel- 
oped. Such a number of provincial can- 
didates have absolutely rp.fusod to abide 
by tho decision of tho committee that tlio 
trouble has becomo sorioua, and a special 
committee, consisting of Lord Harting- 
ton, leader of tho wliigs; I\rr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, leader of tlio radicals; Hon. 
Samuel Morley, moderate, and Sir Ildaiy 
James, attorney-general under Mr. Glad- 
stone. It wan calculated that no liberal 
candidate would have tho temerity , to 
stand out against tho decision of both 
oommittoea and botweuu them they would 
be gradually able to eliuiinato all the ele- 
ments of disunion from the part. But 
the result has shown that Gladatono baa 
adopted 

A VERY AWKWARD IMITATION 

of the American caucus aystom. -If the 
committees had been given the selection 
of candidate* in tho first place no candi- 
dates would be soliciting tho liberal votes 
except those endorsed by Glad.stono. As 
it is wo find his caucus brought into be- 
ing after tho candidates aro all up and 
making many ex-^ost facto decisions and 
ordering popular men deeply pledged and 
far advanced in their campaign work to 
ignobly retire. Tho result ia of course 
that numbers of these candidates refuse 
to accept tho caucus decisions and persist 
in their oandidaturea. Hence many Eug- 
liali provincial constituonciea remain con- 
tested by four or five rival liberal candi- 
dates each attempting to split-' up the 
party vote against a single consorvativo 
candidate in the same field. ParnoH'a 
management of tho Irish campaign has 
been more closaly imitative of tho Ameri- 
can plan, and ia correapondingly succeas- 
ful.

suoceaa to those defending tha church, 
and I and my friends will join in defend- 
ing it." Many afftict to see in the cardi- 
nal's exhortation 'nothing more than a 
))olitical adoption of Iloman church prin- 
ciple that "any religion is better than no 
religion;" but his words have attracted 
univeraal attention here, and will un- 
doubtedly assist tho conservatives, who, 
as a party, stand by tho church to aecuro 
an all.iu;!oe with the Irish party, Tory 
political agents throughout the country 
generally report a more favorable prospect, 
fur tlieir party. 

The Marquis of Salisbury has, it is 
atated, decided to adopt an extraordinary 
course. Ho will, it is said, con- 
tinue in oPice oven if the lib- 
erals obtain a majority in the 
next parliniuent unless tue majority is 
ao largo aa to show a very largo popular 
verdict against the government. The

Alleged Murderer Captured. 

When McNeill, tho j;ovenmiont guide, 
wuB at tho Eucliitiiw Indian villngo tlircB 
days ugo, he wna puiiiti'd out mi Indian 
who (the informant stiited) had shot liia 
uncle 8ome time last spring. Tho ntl'air 
Tvaa mixed iit tho time, but the wlioro- 
abouts of tho accused could not bo aacer- 
taiued. Accordingly McNeill hired tho 
Indian to assist him in a canoo to Comox. 
The man, without tho slightest euspicion 
of tho true reasor. for tho request, aoco[)t- 
ed, and on their arrival at Oumoxj was 
handed, over to the constablo there who 
brought hiih on to Nanaimo, in tho fgaol 
of which he now lanpuiahes, (or flourishcB). 
Hia name is Cj!u.<inolth, and llint of the 
murdered man, who is liia uncle, was 
Quakutahla — both of thum members of 
the Salmon river tribe, Tho deed was 
committed right in the rancherie, uiid all 
parties concerned were under tho inftuence 
of liquor at the time. The prisoner, who 
is a yonn;;; man of 20 or so, accepts his 
situation very coolly, and says he was 
•forced by his uncle's threats and violent 
action to kill him. At tho time of the 
guide's departure tho majority of, both 
the Salmon river and the EuoiatuW. In- 
dians were under the iuttuenco of a|roug 
drink, the number of the intoxtcated 
showing the supply was obtained from an 
unstinted sourco. As tho ujo of liquor is 
undoubtedly tho chief incentive to crime 
and violence amongst tlieni, tho illicit 
trafBo calls for a more energetic means of 
auppreiaion than would seem to at present 
obtain. | 

For Extruditioii. ' 

To-morrow morning Winslow D. Mor- 
^gan will be brought up before the supreme 
.court under an application for his ostra- 

■dition to the United States under 
.charge of tlie wilful murder of Thomas 
D. Haining. Sherill Junes, of Boavor- 
head county, Montana, who, as previous- 
ly stated, arrived hero tor tho prisoner, 
brought with him the depositions of ^vit- 
nusses of the crime, and which 'willj be 
produced in evidence against the accused. 
The particulars of tho tragedy, which ap- 
pears to have been of a moat deliberate 
nature, are as follows: At about 2:30 on 
the morning of the 5th of July, Fredor;ick 
B. Haining was returning home froth a 
dancing party, accompanied by hia wife 
and two friends, and carrying in his anns 
a little adopted dau({hter, three years' of 
age. When about 200 yards from his 
residence hia wife noticed an object lap 
idly approaching them, and ■^■hen within 
a short, distance it turned out to bo a man 
covered with a lilanket, which ho threw 
off and immediately raised a riQe and 
fired. • Tho muzKle of the riflo w.ia only 
about fifteen inches from Hainini;, and' 
the contents entered hia groin and fractur- 
ing the leg of tho child lie was carrying, 
which required ampul ation abovo the 
knee. Haining fell niort.rlly wound- 
ed and died in a few 8et:und.'i, but before 
doing 80 he drew hia revolver and made a 
dying shot, at his assailant, wounding him 
in tho thigh. Mrs. Haining is the divorc- 
ed wife uf Morgan, anrl was afterwards 
married to Haining. Tho night was clwar 
enough for tho woman to recognize their 
assailant.

Stores 
and hotels are doing a good busiuosa. It 
is iiol true that the Chinamen aro buying 
anT working moat of tho clainia; those 
which they Uave being, for tho greater 
part, worked out. It is believed that frota 
30 to 40 housea will soon be ready for use. 
As sawed lumber ia not to bo had, logs 
aro cut to suit building purposes. So far 
no teams can can get to the mines, but 
the trails from Nicola and Hope aro in 
fair oondition. 

There is a good deal of prospecting go- 
ing on, of course, and though the public 
almost invarJahly hoar of the good luck 
attending minors, there are many of the 
latter who have ii it found, are not now, 
and never will tiud, anything to sfxsak 
about.

COURT AFFAIRS AT JL.YTTON. 
Presentment of the Grand JTttry 

. Lytton, Ook. 13th, 1885. 

The aupronie court was hold here yes- 
terday and to-day, Mr. Justice Walkoiii 
presiding. 

The I :id jury returned true bills in 
the only two cases on the onlendar, viz: 
Ilugina VB, Everson, for manalu u>;lii 'ir | 
and Regina vs. Indians Johnny and Char- 
ley, for aasault and robbery. On being 
tried Everson was adjudged guilty and 
sentenced to five years' imiiriaonmeiit with 
hard labor, and the Indians to a term 
of aix inontha each. 'The docket was re- 
markably light in comiianaon wilh the 
0110 of last year which speaks well for the 
peace and prosperity of this section of the 
country. Before being discharged the 
following address was presented to the 
honorable justice by the grand jury; 
To THE Hon'i:le Mu. Justice W.^lkem. 

May it j'luuse ijuitr Lonhhip, — We, the 
grand jury of Lytton ussembled, beg 
leave to congratulate you upon the light 
calendar presented to you and tho small 
amount of serious crime in thia locality. 
With reference to your reniarUa regarding 
tho completion of the Canadian Paci'iu 
railway, wo fully appreciate tho heartfelt 
interest which you always took whilst 
in another sphere uf your career in 
tho carrying out of that great under- 
taking, tho consummation of which 
must be a source of pride andgralifi- 
cation lo ycu. We trust that the 
railway, when completed, may conduce 
vory largely towards the prosperity of the 
country, and we must rely on our own ef- 
forts to a great extent for a more exten- 
sive optiniiig up of tho country in a lateral 
direction.

CoHSTANTiNorLE, Oct. 16 — Tho ambaa- 
sadora have presented a nolo to the Porte, 
in which tliey nay fi rther time will havo 
to bo afforded thorn so aa to obtain a cons- 
plete European understanding respecting 
the Boumelian diOiculty, and advise the 
Saltan to continue his pacific policy. 
They do not, however, dispute the right 
to send troops into Roumelia, to assert its 
right in that province. It is generally be 
lioved that the powers have advised Bul- 
garia, Sorvia and Greece, more stronirly 
than heretofore, to remain quiet. The 
Porte's note regarding tho arinanients of 
Greece and Sorvia gave tho powers 
ground to protest against their warlike at- 
titude. The report that Greece had oiFar- 
ed to forth an alliance with Turkey ia un- 
founded. The ambassadors havo adjourn- 
ed their sittiaga, but will reaaseniblo 
shortly, when it is expected they will 
hsve received further instraotiims from 
their respective governmenta in relation 
to their final decision. The Porte con- 
aiders the note of the ambassadors satia- 
fijctory, but has intinnatod that he will not 
recognize the Bulgarian union, iiu matter 
what tho ultinmto result of tho o.jiiferenco 
may bo. Herr Von Rudiwitez, Gfrinnn 
ambassador, and M. NelidufT, Russian ain- 
bapsador, have refujed to reoaivo M. Fut- 
roff and M. TehamakotT, delegates, who 
have been commissioned by Prince Alex- 
ander to aasuru tho Porto that peace and 
order reigned in Uouinelia. 

A large force of Turkish troops havo 
been ordered to advance in tho direction 
of Miasa, and a battle between the Ser- 
vians and Turks is now imminent. 

St. PETKRSBirRG, Otft. 10 — ^Tha Jout- 
nal de Si. Petersburg to-dftv, in comment 
inj; on the Bulgari.in question, shows 
signs of inipiitience at the delay in auttliiig 
fha difficulty, and saya Russia will not 
submit to the dictation of Karanelog, the 
Uulgariaii prime iniiiiitar. If tho warn- 
i'|)g of tho ambassadors to Prince Alexan- 
der to pacify Roumelia at tho risk of 
iilg tho union dooa not mako Bulfiariana 
return t" reason, the French confereiicu 
to'lasaeniblo shorlly will settle tho difficul- 
ty^in the saine baaia as tho atarting point 
In tho present course of action.

are as crafty as tho fox and.' as. tierce as 
the wolf. It also requires great patience, 
for the appearance of your first victim 
may-be .delayed for ^oura r Last supimer 

I -w.^&iidne9'shing.gTound— Rice lakey in 
Canada— and in three days had not suc- 
ceeded In getting a shot at a single flsh. I 
caught a nuimber o( small ones, the larg- 
est being a'"flf teen- pounder, by trolling, 
but Lwas, anxious to kill one of the im- 
mense: fellows I knew were In the laka 
The wdy" you hunt for muscalonge with 
tho ritle is to climb a tree with branches 
extending over a deep part of the water, 
where you know that big fish naturally 
lurk. I built mo a coiufortablo platform 
of boards in a tree situiitcd in siicli a spot, 
just as deer hu"titer3 who watch .salt-Iiclw 
from trees arrange for tlioir comfort and 
convenience. 

"The first season I occupied tlie tree I 
killed live big tish in three u .ya One of 
. them weighed forty-two pounds. Mus- 
calonge have a habit of .slowly coming to 
the surface of the water on suimy days, 
anJ lyiug tliere, as if they were 
tai-iing a flu a bath. The sliiu'io-\v of 
a bird flying overhead, the snap- 
ping of a twig, or ^ny sight or sound no 
matter how insiguilicaat, will .send 
them to the deptlis agaia in the twinkliui;' 
of an eye, and if they reappear agaiji it 
will bo after bouvs have pi' sed. Only 
the very largest lish come up to bask iu 
♦he sun. limid and suspicious as they 
are. it is s singular fact that if you suc- 
ceed m shooting one it will instantly be 
surrounded by otbors, which dart to tho 
surface, and snap and tear at the dead lish 
with th^Lr alligator jaws. While their at- 
tention ' is all centered in their dead 
brother an active and skillful buuter may 
stretch the bodies of two or three others 
on the water. By that time, however, 
the others, if there are any others left, 
suddenljrdiscoTer that there is something 
wrong, and they dart away and are seen 
no more, 

"The biggest muscalonge I ever causht 
in the lake with the hook was a tweuty- 
flve-pouuder. I have gaffed them through, 
the ice, thougli, that weighed thirty 
pounds. That is a style of fish that re- 
quires skill and nerve. You cut a big 
square hole in the ice and build over It a 
dark hut to keep the light out of the bole. 
This enables you to see far down iu t'le 
water. ■ Taking a silver wire snell three 
or four feet long, with a strong artificinl 
minnow on one end of it, y( u sink it 
through the hole with your left hand, and 
thrust your gaff down with your right 
The gaff you hold very still, near tho 
bait which you keep moving about in the 
water. It won't bo long before you will 
see the shadowy form of a bi'; muscalonge 
away down below yoiL lie sees the 
bait and is coming up to investigate it. 
He gradually draws near, until you can 
see his savage ej^es glitter, and discover 
his long, shari> teeth between bis half- 
open jaws. At that instaul a man who 
does not become e.\-citcd and trembled like 
an aspen has got a nerve that not one out 
often, even among old lish nnen, ha;) 
got The big flsb moves on slowly, some- 
times pointed straight for the bait, and 
then sidling up to it, T)otraying all the 
suspiciousness of his nature. He will 
come on though, until bo uas satisfied 
himself on tho matter of the strange 
object in the water. When he gets close 
to the bait and stops and glares wildly at 
it the fisherman siiiks tho strong gatl' in 
his side, and, if it is managed skillfully, 
Is sure to land him on the ice after a 
Struggle, in which the advantage is all on 
the side of the fisherman. "
